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President Wilson Back In Paris 


PROTEST AGAINST 
GENERAL TRAFFIC 
IN GERMAN GROSSES* 
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AMERICAN SHOES ARE 
POPULAR IN NORWAY 


With the Third Army on the Rhine, 
March 
14.— (By Mail.)—The lively 
traffic in Iron Crosses has raised a 
storm of protest from discharged Ger­ 
man soldiers and ’civilians. 
Over a 
score of letters of protest from people 
in Coblentz have reached 'Third Army 
headquarters. 
And now the 
news­ 
papers have taken 
up 
a campaign 
against the sale of Iron Crosses to 
American troops for souvenirs- 
Despite the fact that 
their 
own 
townspeople are encouraging the trai- 
fic by procuring and sw in g the dec­ 
orations at stiff prices to* Americans, 
t he objectors want the American arm> 
to put a stop to the sales. 
When th.; 
American troops first entered Cob­ 
lenz and Trier, they found the win­ 
dows ot jewelry shops full of the priz­ 
ed _ Iron Crosses. 
The supply 
was 
quickly exhausted, at the 
existing 
-prices of five and seven marks for the 
Crosses of first and second class re­ 
spectively. 
The dealers then scurried 
around and bought fresh stocks. 
But 
the prices were jumped to thirteen and 
twenty marks, and still the “dough­ 
boys” bought them by the handful. 
Then’ the discharged soldiers began 
to come home—nearly every one wear­ 
ing an Iron Cross. 
They found that 
nearly every American soldier in Cob­ 
lenz had a half dozen or more. 
Hence 
the bitterness. 
Toe “Koelnische Zeitung,” publish­ 
ed a long editorial upon the subject 
quoting a letter written by an Iron 
cross manufacturer in reply to an or­ 
der from a dealer. The manufacture’ 
refused the order and severely rebuk­ 
ed *he retailer for the “disgraceful 
traffic.” 
“It appears to us,” 
declares 
the 
newspaper, “to be an absolutely un­ 
worthy practice for German concerns 
to be selling iron crosses, which oui. 
troops earned in the field by shedding 
the’*- blood. 
The German people If 
proud of its emblems of honor won b< 
its soldiers, but if this emblem is t-’ 
become a commercial product, indis­ 
criminately thrown upon tile market 
the things for which it stands will en 
tirely becost sight of.” 
So far the protests have had no cr 
feet, and plenty of Iron Crosses ar 
sti’l changing hands ut thirteen urn 
twenty marks.

The humble bean promises to again 
appear on the poor man's table. 
While most other foods have tar­ 
ried at the high price levels to which 
wa< conditions boosted them, or have 
Mettled back only slightly, practically 
all kinds of dried beans are astonish­ 
ingly cheaper than ‘hey were 
last 
your. 
Here arc some of the figures given 
out by the bureau of markets: 
Since March of last year, wholesale 
prices of New York pea beans have 
tumbled $15.25 to $0-75 
a 
hundred 
pounds; Michigan beans fell off $5.50 
to $6.25; (California whites dropped 
$6.25; white California 
limas 
de­ 
clined $5.50 to $6.50; and 
Colorado 
pintos from $2.75 to $3. 
All of which, economists say, ought 
to mean a big drop in 
liean 
retail 
prices and a return 
to 
“beanery” 
prices ut the quick lunch.

CHAMP CLARK

Atlanta, Ga., March 14.—Declaring 
he has never expressed his opinion 
of the league of 
nations covenant. 
Champ Clark, former 
speaker, has 
placed those who quoted him as say­ 
ing the covenant “has as much chance 
of being ratified as you have of being 
Pope of Rome,” in the Ananias class. 
“Whoever says to the 
contrary,” 
Clark added to the newspaper men, 
“ is u malicious liar—it’s a 
lie, 
a 
damned lie.” 
His statement follows: 
“Anybody who says I said 
Presi­ 
dent Wilson’s league of nations has 
as much chance of being ratified us 
you have of being Pope of Rome, is 
a malicious Bar. 
I have 
studiously 
avoided discussing it in my lectures 
or interviews—though asked to 
do 
so in both. 
“I give as a reason that I was study­ 
ing the subject and that arguments on 
both sides 
thoroughly. 
When 
tho 
news came over to the house the last 
night of the session that fifty senators 
ha<i signed a round robin against it. 
I said that the league of peace could 
not be ratified because it takes two- 
thirds "lo ratify—that is, unless they 
changed 
their minds, 
because 
of 
amendments or for other reasons-- 
all of W’hich is a mathematical demon­ 
stration. 
“I never spoke 
to 
Congressman 
Mays on the subject in my life, and 
it so happens that I had no conversa­ 
tion with him about anything for a 
good while, as I had no reason to do 
so. 
‘‘When I have time to 
study 
the 
subject in all its bearings, I probably 
vill give expression To my views. 
“Triis Mays canard is part and par­ 
cel of the campaign winch he and 
others are making to disorganize and 
fictionalize the Democratic party in 
the house.”

His 
daughter, Jessie 
W. 
Wilson, was 
the thirteenth 
White House bride. 
He was present at the open­ 
ing session of the peace con­ 
ference on January 13. 
On February 13 representa­

A band played the American national anthem as the 
train drew into the .station and “(he Marseillaise” as the Wilsons 
started for their new residence I ii the Palace Des Etats Unis, ac­ 
companied by an escort of cavalry. 


Paris, March 14— President Wilson 
arriving in Paris today, found himself 
in a vastly different Europe than the 
one he discovered in December, cr even 
the one he left a month ago. 
Whatever effect his dash across the 
ocean had in the United States, ob­ 
servers here declare the effect in the 
old world was greater still. 
“His voyage to the United States 
was not in vain,” said the 
Geneva 
Journal, the most carefully edited and 
carefully 
read 
neutral 
paper 
in 
Europe. 
“It is bound to have th« most ♦m- 
portant result on this side cf the A t­ 
lantic us well as on the other. 


“ With extraordinary blindness and 
unbelievable misconception of 
inter­ 
ests common to France and the wgrld, 
certain Eui*opean circles lately ap­ 
peared to rejoice whenever President 
Wilson or his principles encountered 
opposition in America. 
“The recent discussions in America 
have opened many eyes. 
If the Presi­ 
dent fails in his effort it will be a dis­ 
aster to mankind.” 
Everybody here 
tensely 
awaited 
Wilson’s arrival realizing 
that 
the 
final stages of the settlement have 
been reached, and that the next few 
days will be the 
most 
momentous 
since the conference began.

OHIO IN GRIP OF 


Columbus, 0-. March 14.—Ohio is 
in the grip of the third wave of the 
influenza epidemic, State Health Com­ 
missioner A. W. Freeman, declared to­ 
day. 
A strange feature about it, he said, 
is the severity of the attacks. 
While 
not nearly so virulent as in the Octo­ 
ber epidemic, the cases are more se­ 
vere than in December, he said. 
The death rate is higher per num­ 
ber of cases than in December, 
he 
said, although the number of 
cases 
are fewer. 
Persons attacked, there­ 
fore, should take the illness seriously, 
and take every precaution, Dr. Free­ 
man urges. 
Dr. Freeman believes that this last 
recrudescence of the disease may last

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PRESIDENT WILSON 
EXPECTED TO MAXE 
STATEMENT TO PEOPLE

Washington, March 14.—That Pres- 
’dent Wilson will make 
a 
public 
statement soon on tho attitude of the 
people toward the league of nations 
covenant, is the conviction of his ad­ 
visers here. 
Shortly before departing for France 
the president declared he 
probably 
would make such a statement after he 
arrived in Paris, or possibly in 
re­ 
sponse to greetings at Brest, wherein 
he would attem pt to clarify any con­ 
fusion in European opinion, resulting 
from attacks on the league in 
the 
United States. 
The president at tho time, said such 
a statement probably would 
prove 
necessary to offset the effect of re­ 
ports on events here 
during 
his 
short sojourn in Washington. 
Secretary Tumulty today denied re­ 
ports from Paris 
that 
censorship 
was holding up news of those oppos­ 
ing the league to prevent it reaching 
the peace conference. “There is abso­ 
lutely no American censorship 
on 
this news,” Tumulty said, “and 
I 
know of no foreign government cen­ 
sorship.” 
No information was 
forthcoming 
from officials close to the president 
as to whether he plans to submit to 
the peace conference 
any of 
the 
amendments suggested while he was 
in this country. 
At tho- same time, officials had no 
advices as to whether the peace con­ 
ference, 
during the 
president’s ab­ 
sence 
had separated in some meas 
ure the covenant from the 
formal 
peace treaty as reported, or as to 
what action the president would take 
iii this ha«l been done. 
HONORED SPARTACANS

Tho Sapolio movement conducted 
eveiy year by the city, as a means of 
cleaning itself for its frock of spring 
greenery and natural beauty, will be 
inaugurated Monday, when an inspec­ 
tor representing tho city will start a 
canvass of Xenia homes for the pur­ 
pose of getting a line on all dirt and 
rubbish. 
The city will take care of the clean­ 
up movement this year as 
formerly, 
but the collection of rubbish will not 
be done free of charge 
this 
year. 
Owing to the use of work bouse pris­ 
oners, however, 
the city is able 
to 
collect this rubbish at a sum cheaper 
than it could be taken care 
of 
pri­ 
vately and tho sum for which the city 
will handle the rubbish will be named 
by the inspector upon his visit. 
The rubbish must be 
cleaned up, 
and if it is to be taken care of private­ 
ly, a time limit of thirty 
days 
has 
been placed upon it, vat the 
end 
of 
which time. it the demand of the city 
bas not been complied with, the m at­ 
ter will be forced. 
According to tho 
plan which will bo exercised this year, 
the Inspector will visit each 
home, 
make an estim ate of the cost of hand­ 
ling tho rubbish, 
receive the money 
and arrange for the disposal of the 
dirt. 
No rubbish will bo piled in the 
streets as formerly, spoiling the 
ap­ 
pearance of the street for days 
be­ 
fore if could bo hauled away, but In 
cases where the city will handle the 
rubbish, the workmen will go into the 
yards or alleys and get It. 
All that is 
asked of the household is to have the 
dirt in piles in the yard, or near the 
alley. It must not be in inc street Ol­ 
in the alley.
